Inn FIRE NOT UNDER CONTROL. 


> Phe Losses Will Surely Reach Into th 
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NEW YORK CENTRAL DEPOT THREATENED. 


Burri, N. V., Feb. 2—4:30 a. m. [Special.] 
—What will probably prove to be the worst 
fire that Buffalo has ever experienced, both 
in extent and in financial loss, started this 
morning at 2:45 o’clock. 

It was first discovered in the five-story 
building occupied by Root & Keat- 
ing, sole leather manufacturers, at 
the corner of Wells and Carroll 
streets. From here the fire swept north and 
southeast and west until the whole length of 
Wells street was 4 mass of seething flames, 
near which the firemen could not 
get; into Exchange street on the south 
and Seneca street on the north- 

east at the extremity of Wells street 


swept the flames, and at this hour (4:30 


o'clock) it is impossible to tell how far they 
will reach. 8 

Already some two dozen firms are burned 
out, as well as two hotels, and the great 


depot of the New York Central is threatened. 
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The fire is in the heart of the wholesale busi- 

ness district of the city, and most of the 

firms burned out did a large wholesale busi- 
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The loss will be millions. 

The fire broke outina six-story structure 
wn the heart of the city occupied by Root & 
Keating, extensive dealers in leather. Be- 
fore an alarm had been given the flames had 
secured a lasting hold op the handsome 
butiding, the fire being fed by the inflamma- 
bie material contained in the building. The 
department was at work promptly, but 
the men labored at great disadvantage, owing 
to the almost unbearable heat. Crowds 


packed the streets in the neighborhood, but 
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were unable to get near the blazing structure 
owing to the terrible heat. One hook and 
ladder company nad been at work for a few 
minutes pouring water in at the windows, 
but the stifling clouds of smoke which 
emerged through the window forced them to 
retreat. By that time it was clear that the 
entire block was doomed, and the grimy 
firemen turned their attention to adjoining 
property. . 

The entire tity was illuminated by the gi- 
gantic blaze, and the people poured into the 
adjoining streets from ali quarters. The 
Empire Coffee Milis caught fire, and as the 
two burning buildings were directly oppo- 
site the Arlington and Broezel’s Hotels the 
guests in these hostelries betook themselves 
tosafer quarters. 

Jewett's new store and Sydney Holmes’ 
candy factory weré next ignited, and shortly 
after the barn caught fire. By that time the 
Broezel was a mass of flames, all the guests 
and employés having, however, escaped in 


safety.

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The flames burst from the front of Sibley 
& Holmwood’s great confectionery works on 
Seneca street. 
A few minutes later tte lower floor of 
Swift & Slambach’s stove store, three doors 
above Sibley’s, burst into flames suddenly. 
Then the entire lower half of the two 
blocks bounded by Wells, Exchange, Seneca, 
and Ellicott streets seemed doomed. The 
fire was utterly beyond control of the depart- 


ment and the telegraph wires were giving

MEXICAN CENTRAL DEBT CONVERSION.

Derails of the Plan for Refunding 
Company's Bonds. 

Boston, Mass., Feb. 1.—[Special.|—The 
Mexican Central directors will publish a cir- 
cular tomorrow giving the official announce- 
ment and particulars of their debt conver- 
sion plan. The official announcement is to 
be made simultaneously in London, New 
York, and Boston. The amount of interest 
at present is $4,432,000 (ahead of the in- 
comes). Under the plan, including the new 
preferred incomes, total charges will be 
$3,100,000, a saving of $1,382,000 per annum. 
Of the $8,000,000 new priority 5 per cent fifty- 
year bonds only 7, 000.000 will be issued 
to exchange for present 10 per cent 
commons and debentures. and the 
remaining 81,000,000 being reserved for 
rolling stock, etc., in the future. The com- 
pany will receive 95 net United States cur- 
rency, free of expense in Boston, for the 
$7,000,000 new 5s issued. The new 4s will 
be given par for par (850,000,000) for present 
4s (or 7s) with $300 in new incomes for each 
bond. President Wade said relative to this 
scheme: The plan is the result of a con- 
ference of the various parties interested in 
the company and the company’s securities 
on both sides of the water. All classes have 
been consulted, and unless some of them 
have misrepresented their views a majority 
of all classes are satisfied and have agreed 
to it.

| DIPLOMATS GOT NO WINE. | 


ODD INCIDENT AT A RECENT DINNER 
AT TAE WHITE HOUSE. 


Mrs. Cleveland Greatly Chagrined by a. 
Blander Made by the President's Stew- 
ard—Why Chief Fortin Left the Execu- 
tive Mansion—John Wanamaker as a 
Kitchen Manager—His Famous Mince 
Pies—Depiorable Condition of the White 
House.

While Mrs. Cleveland was eating supper at 
the charity ball Wednesday night some one 
mentioned Tux TRIBUN®’s description of the 
miserable old building which Uncle Sam pro- 
vides for his most distinguished official and 
family. 

Tes.“ said Mrs. Cieveland, between sips 
of Apollinaris and mouthfuls of salad, the 
old house does need an overhauling. Why, 
the basement is so damp that it is impossible 
to eye: paper on the walls down there, and 
they hre rough and whitewashed. Mrs. 
Fortin, the wife of the chief cook who was 
employed there under President Arthur auu 
with whose little daughter Nellie Arthur 
spent much of her time in play, says it was 
so damp and malarious in the basement that 
she had to keep doctoring her family all the 
time. They lived in the basement for several 
years and the wonder to me is they didn’t 
alldie. The President says it is so damp 
down there that the billiard table is not fit to 
play on.“ 

Mrs. Cleveland, by the way, was sadly 
chagrined at the recent diplomatic dinner 
given at the White House. With true fem- 
inine instinct Mrs. Cleveland insists upon 
having perfect cooking and perfect service 
in the state dinners given in such profusion 
at this season of the year. She has already 
had occasion to reprove the stewara and his 
cook, neither of whom is an accomplished 
chef. The steward is the Presideat’s body 


servant, and had had no experience in the 


serving of ceremonial ainners until he was 
brought here and put on the Government 
pay-rolis as steward of the Executive Man- 
sion. Imagine Mrs. Cleveland’s consterna- 
tion when, near the close of the dinner to 
the diplomatic corps, it was discovered that 
the wine had run out. Mrs. Cleveland does 
not drink wine, but there stood the glasses of 
many of the diplomats empty and waiting for 
the wine which could not be found in the 
White House cellar. Tue failure of the 
waiters to bring of more wine was not under- 
stood by the guests. Some of them took the 
matter as an affront. The assistant cook 
was sent out on a run to see if he could not 
get into some grocery house or wine store 
and obtain a fresh supply, but at that hour 
the stores were all closed. He did manage to 
get a few dozen bottles at a saloon in Penn- 
sylvania avenue, but before his return the 
mischief was done and the guests had left 
the table, looking askance at theempty wine- 
glasses and raising their eyebrows at each 
other. Among themselves the diplomatic 
corps are still talking of the incident, which 
to their mightinesses seems a greater scandal 
than the indiscretion committed by the late 
departed Sackville-W est. 


HOW CHEF FORTIN WAS BUNDLED OUT. 

It was this same steward and body servant 
of the President who once had a row with 
Alexander Fortin, the accomplished French 
chef who served President Arthur. When 
Cleveland came in he retained Fortin fora 
time and put the valet over him. Fortin, 
who hopes to become President Harrison’s 
chef and steward, had learned his trade in 
Paris, where he who would become a master 
cook must serve an apprenticeship of five 


years without pay and reimbursé his mastér 


for every dish spoiled by his fault and every 
plate -broken by his carelessness. Fortin 
had served dinners to Louis Napoleon, Thiers, 
Gambetta, tne Prince of Wales, Jay Gould, 
and Chester A. Arthur, and naturally 
entertained a reasonabie con nee in 
himself. He was greatly astonished 
when the valet steward sent word down 
stairs at President Cleveland’s first state 
dinner that the Roman punch should be 
served immediately after the fish. Fortin 
returned word that punch did not prop- 
erly follow the fish. The new stew- 
ard. eager to show his authority, said it 
should be thus served just the same. The 
horrified French chef rose up in his wrath, 
uetermined to go his full length in protesting 
the proprieties of dining and the traditions of 
bis noble profession. He informed the stew- 
ard with emphasis that he would never serve 
punch immediately after fish; that he would 
resign before thus disgracing himself. The 
chef had his way about it, butin a week or 
two he was bundled out of the White House 
kitchen.

Bernheimer Returns to Indianapolis, but 
Is Not Greeted Effusively. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 1.—(Special. }— 
Prison life has notin the least hurt Bern- 
heimer, the election conspirator, who was 
released from the Michigan City Peniten- 
tiary today., When he stepped from the 
train on which he was brought to Indianap- 
olis this evening he was apparently as well 
satisfied with himself, and was certainly as 
benignantly patronizing to everybody, as 
he was when he went into forced retirement 
a year ago. During the twelve months 
that he has been wearing the stripes of a 
‘convict he has been running the prison 
laundry and a good dealof the prison with 
it. At times the officers were in doubt as to 
whether they were under Bernheimer or he 
was under them. They say of him that he 
was as troublesome in prison as he was out, 
and the officers were as glad to get him out 
as the people of Indianapolis were to get him

PROCEEDINGS IN INDIANA, 


The Questien of Night Schools Taken Up— 
The Teaching of German. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 1.—/Special.|— 
Benator Barrett’s bill requiring that night 
schools shali be opened in cities with a popu- 
lation of more than 15,000 whenever a peti- 
tion for them is signed.by more than twenty 
persons was discussed by the Senate today. 
There was objection to the bill because it did

LEGISLATORS AFTER CORPORATIONS. 


Minnesota Talking of Changing the System 
of Taxation. 

Sr. Paul., Minn., Feb. 1.—[Special.]—Rep- 
resentative McCusick of Washington made 
a savage attack on the railway, telegraph, 
and telephone corporations in his bill intro- 
duced this morning in relation to the assess- 
ment and taxation of corporate property. 
Heretofore the railway companies have paid 
taxes upon their gross earnings only in this 
State. Their rolling stock, roadbeds, and 
railway lands have been exempt. The peo- 
ple in the agricultural sections have set up a 
vigorous kick agairst this, and the taxpayers 
in the cities as well have considered this ex- 
emption unjust. The outcome is the submis 
sion of the McCusick bill today. The act 

oposes an amendment to Art. 4 of the State 

onstitution by the adoption of a new sec- 
tion, The amendment provides: 

The property of railroad, telegraph, and tele- 
phone companies, as well as the property of all 
corporations, shall be assessed and taxed in the 
same way and manner and upon the same basis 
of valuation as the property of individuais, anda 
uniform proceeaing to enfore the payment of 
taxes shall be observed in each case. All the 
property—real, personal, and mixed—belonging 
vo any corporation shall.be assessed and taxed, 
except such as may by law be exempted to mu- 
nicipal, religious, eleemosynary, and educational 
corporations. This amendment authorizes the 
assessment and taxation on ali the preperty 
above contemplated without further enactment 
or formality.

by n Sheriff's Posse—Doubts as to His 
Present Safety—Further Particulars Ro- 
garding the Pliummerville Assassina- 
tion. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla, Feb, 1.—[Special.]— 
Frank W. Pope,a well known lawyer and 
politician of this city, had a thrilling experi- 
ence last night, and from meagre dispatches 
the following facts are learned: A. 8. Good- 
rich, the Republican candidate for Congress 
from this Congressional district, is contesting 
the seat with Gen. Bullock, Democrat. Good- 
rich has publicly asserted that great eiec- 
tion frauds were perpetrated in Madison 
County during the last election, and he em- 
ployed Mr. Pope to represent him in taking 
testimony before United States Commission- 
er E. Wiltz, also of Jacksonville. Early this 
week both Messrs. Pope and Wiltz, with H. 
Lengie, representing Bullock, went up to 
Madison and began work. 

The news that Pope and Wiltz were en- 
gaged in this occupation spread around the 


‘| country like wildfire, and such reports were 


circulated by certain individuals that the 
feelings of the thoughtiess people were 
worked upon and a deliberate effort was 
made last night to assassinate Pope right in 
the City of Madison, The more conservative 
citizens of Madison were informed of the 
move and the Republicans railied to Mr. 
Pope’s assistance, being supported by the 
Sheriff, who had received orders from Gov. 
Fleming, who had been notified, and who 
promptly gave instructions to the authorities 
to surround Mr. Pope with every possible se- 
curity. Gov. Fleming yesterday afternoon 
received information that the lynching would 
be uttempted last night. Gov. Fleming’s 
prompt action in notifying Sheriff Parra- 
more, who immediately collected a posse and 
surrounded the house which Mr. Pope was 
occupying, rather demoralized the would-be 
lynchers, who were surprised to see that 
their murderous scheme had been foiled 
when they went up to seize him. At a late 
hour last evening Mr. Pope sent the follow- 
ing telegram to a friend in this city: 

Don't worry; am all right at present. 

F. W. Pops. 

Today no news has been received in this 
city, and although strenuous efforts were 
made to gain additional information by tele- 
graph none could be obtained. It is stated

Mr. Pope formerly lived in Madison, and 
four years ago was an independent candidate 
for Governor of this State. He is not popu- 
lar in that county on account of his politics. 
During the last election Mr. Pope went to 
Madison from Jacksonville, and as he took 
an active part in politics on the Republican 
side he was notified to leave, which he did. 
As no news is considered good news, it is 
hoped that Mr. Pope has escaped injury. 

Telegrams were sent to Ellaville from 
Madison last night to well-known despera- 
does, saying: “Come up; there’s work for 
vou. A nigger in the wood-pile.“ 

Madison is now crowded with armed men, 
and Pope’s life will be sacrificed unless the 
Sheriff can control the lawless element. 
News is hourly looked for of more trouble. 


MORE ABOUT THE CLAYTON MURDER. 


An Interview with Prosecuting Attorney 
McClure of Arkansas. 

St. Louis, Mo., Feb. 1.—[Special.]—John 
McClure, Prosecuting Attorney of Conway 
County, Arkansas, is registered at the Plant- 
ers’ Hotel. He is fresh from the scene of 
the Jonn M. Clayton assassination at Pum- 
merville, Ark., and gave some new and in- 
side facts about the affair. 

„Last January,” he said, after remarking 
that he would begin at the beginning of this 
trouble, a number of Mississippiaus came 
into Conway County and settled down. They 
organized a militia company and. Gov. 
Hughes sent them a stack of arms. I think 
this was a great mistake, and it has a great 
deal to do with the assassination. These 
newcomers were in the county but ten 
months when the election came on, and 
were not entitled to a vote, but they did 
vote, nevertheless. In Howard Township 
they intimidated two of the regular Repub- 
lican judges to leave the polls and suostituted 
two of their own, and many threats were 
made if any resistance was offered. The 
vote in Howard Township, where Morrillton 
is located, was cast, and it was decidedly Re- 

ublican. Morrillton is five miles east of 

lummerville, and about dark the evenin 

of the election twenty men on horseback le 
Plummerville for.Morrillton by the wagon 
road. They arrived just after the polls closed, 
d while about fifteen men stood outside 
five masked men went in and stole the box, 
and then the party returned to Piummerville, 
A few days later I had several men arrested 
for the theft, and then offered a reward of 
$1,000 for the arrest or for information lead- 
ing to the arrest of the other parties. So far 
I have not fastened the crime on any others. 

„John Ciaytun was the Republican candi- 
date for Congress, and C. R. Breckinridge 
was the Democratic candidate. When the 
vote was counted Breckinridge was declared 
elected, but the Republicans claimed Clayton 
was elected, and insisted on a contest. Clay- 
ton would not have contested the election at 
all if he had not been urged by his friends. 
He came to me and said he was going to fight 
it, and I told him to go ahead and I wouid as- 
sist him. He got a uotary and was about to 
start for Plummerville, when some of his 
friends asked him if he had a guard. He 
said no, be had no fears, and a guard would 
cause the people to think he was : suspicious 
of foul play. He said he. was not 
afraid in the daftime, and a guard 
could not prevent an assassination 
from ambush. He left his friends protesting 
against such rashness and got to Plummer- 
ville Friday night. He kuew that there had 
been about 700 votes cast, and I told him to 
examiine all the witnesses first and then 
prove by the judge and supervisor at the

n stolen. To examine 700 witsesses is a big 
job, but he covered considerable ground in a 
few days. Saturday a friend from Morrill- 
ton called in and asked him if he had a guard.

The Testimony of One Who Knew Him 
Long and Intimately. 

Curcaco, Jan. 81.—{Editor of The Trib- 

une. |— With sincere sorrow I read in your 

issue of this date the particulars of the 


assassination of Col. John M. Clayton. I had 


the pleasure of his acquaintanoe for years, 
and I knew him as a man of the highest 
character. Through all the troubious times 
in Arkansas since the war I do not think that 
even his political enemies found any charge 
to lay against him, aside from his public- 
anism. There was nothing in him to invite 
or attract the hand of murder to his 
person. Quiet in manner, of strictest 
integrity in methods, there seemed to be 
nothing for malice or hate to cling to. 
His opponents found in him a brave and 
honorabie foe, respectful of their rights, true 
to his convictions and to his manhood—a man 
any enlightened community would be proud 
to claim as a citizen. 

There was nothing in the life or the deeds 
of John M. Clayton or in the exigencies of 
the case that called for or could even re- 
motely justify or palliate “the deep damma- 
tion of his taking off.“ He was ne agitator 
in politics nor ambitious for office; but he 
was a fearless man, and when he saw his 
duty, be it to his country, his community, or 
his constituency, he had the courage to 
perform it. He died, another and a noble 
martyr to — and a victim to the in- 
scrutable depravity and the ruffianism of a 
strong and influential element in a State 
whose better classes have for years endeay- 
ored with earnestness of purpose to control 
it. The intolerance that is carried to brutal 
and most cowardly murder has borne much 
bloody fruit since the days of slavery, but 
seldom has it reached a more prominent fig- 
ure, and never hus it extinguished the i 
of lite in a nobler ora purer man.

Noentry shall be allowed of any homestead 
except to actual settiers thereon, and no pre- 
ferred right of entry shall be given to any 
person by reason of claim of occupancy prior 
to the application te enter the land except in 
cases of actual occupancy and continued resi- 
dence upon the land to the date of the appli- 
cation to enter. 

TOWN SITES. 


The Secretary of the Interior is authorized 
to reserve on any publiciand in the Terri- 
tory town sites for any existing or prospect- 
ive town or city in area not exceeding 640 
acres each in compact form.

He Clainis That the Officer Who Took 
Him inte Custody Exeeeded His Au- 
thority and Threatens to Make It Ex- 
ceedingiy Warm for His Captor—A 
Scheme for Lighting Street-Cars by 
Electricity as They Pass Through the 


Tunnel. ; 
The Rev. A. H. Kirkland of the Halsted Street 
Mission was arrested last evening and taken to 
Desplaines Street Station on the charge of inter- 
fering with an officer in the discharge of his duty. 
Conflicting statements of the incidents preceding 
the arrest are made by Officer Hugo Asping ana 
the Rev. Mr. Kirkland. The officer tells the fol- 
lowing: 

„At 6:30 o’clock as I was walking west on Mad- 
ison street I saw a street faker at Clinton street. 
He was surrounded by a crowd which was ob- 
structing the sidewalk. I questioned him and 
found that although he had a license he had no 

rmit. I toid him to pack up his goods and 

eave the corner. He was slow in obeying and 
sold several articles before doing so. Another 
faker by the name of Hogan was standing hear. 
A few minutes after this man left I noticed a 
crowd collecting, and crossing the street found 
Hogan engage in an argument with a man. I 
asked him in the quietest manner possible why 
he was standing there. He answered that he 


‘was doing nothing and had a right tostand there. 


I told him to move on, and after arguing a few 
moments he crossed the street and spoke to 
an officer, abusing me for telling him to 
go about his business. He walked abead 
of me, stopping every one ne knew 
and calling me names and using vile 
language. Finally he met Kirkland and told 
him about it. I stood near by and listened to 
what he was saying. I walked up to him, placed 
my hand on his shoulder, and told him he was 
under arrest. He said he Was doing nothing and 
that I had no right to arrest him. Kirkland 
grabbed him by the other shoulder and attempt- 
ed to pull him away. 

Hold on there, officer,’ said Kirkland, whem 
I did not recognize at the time; ‘what are you 
arresting this man for?’ 

“Itold him that I knew my business and 
started for the station. Kirkland kept in front 
of Hogan and persisted in interfering. I finall 
asked him if he would let the prisoner alone an 
allow me to perform my duty. 

„No, sir, 1 will not,’ said he. I then called 
Officer Burke, who was near by, and told him to 
arrest Kirkland. Hedid so. and took him to the 
station, where I recognized him. I told him 1 
hated to lock him up. He turned on me and 
said he would make it hot for me. and made 
other similar remarks, and so 1 had him booked 
and locked up.“ 

The Rev. Mr. Kirkland was released on bail at 
8:30 in the evening on security furnished by 
Peter St Clair, of No. 182 La Salle street. To a 
TRIBUNE reporter he said: 

“I never heard of such an outrage. This man 
Hogan—a man I never saw before in my life— 
was half scared to death. [saw the whole pro- 
ceeding and was interested in knowing what the 
man had been guilty of. He was explaining to 
me the facts in the case. He did not use vile 
language and did not swear. While he was talk- 
ing this officer rushed up. pulled him into the 
street, and then grabbed him roughly by the 
shoulder. I asked him what the man had done. 
Ne gave mea rough answer, and dragged his 
prisoner towards the station. I followed a few 
steps behind. At Meridian street he turned and 
ordered me to go about my business. I told him 
my intention of going to the station and finding 
what charge was erred against the prisoper. 
He then called Officer Burke and told him to ar- 
rest me. At tue jail he recognized me and at- 
tempted. to apologize. I told him that I did not 
care for any apologies from him, that he had 
made a mistake, and that he would suffer for it. 
He then searched me and locked me up.“ |

AN ELECTRICAL EXPERIMENT. 


Incandescent Lights to Be Used in the 
Cable-Cars in the Tunnel. 

The North Side Street-Car Company will try 
an experiment Monday in the way of lighting 
the grips while passing through the tunnel with 
incandescent electric lamps. One of the numer- 
ous electric light companies has made a propo- 
sition to the company to furnish a plant, string 
the necessary wire, and put the lamps into the 
cars. If the experiment proves successful the 
North Side company may continue the lighting 
permanently. 

The idea, while not an entirely novel one, is 
at least interesting. One of the tracks and a 
heavy copper wire strung overhead carry the 
electric current. Each grip-car wil! have two 
lamps. Oneendof the wire to which they are 
attached is connected by metal brushes with 
one of the axles; the other end is carried to the 
roof of the car, where connection is made with 
a little metal wheel. This metal wheel 
is attached to what looks like a 
six-foot section of fishing-rod made fast to the 
roof of the car. By an ingenious yet simple de- 
vice, as soon as the car enters the tunnel tne 
metal wheel at the end of the fish-pole arrange- 
ment is guided to the copper wire and made to 
run along upon it. The connection between the 
wire overhead and the track below being thus 
— the lamps in the car are in circuit“ 
and beceme incandescent. Upon emerging from 
the tunnel the little wheel above moves off the 
copper wire, the connection is broken, and the 
lamp goes out. If the scheme proves a success 
it will do away with the nuisance of half-lighted 
kerosene lamps. whose odor makes life a burden 
to people who use the North Side street-cars, 


LAND THAT IS NEEDED BY THE CITY.

A Strip Required for the New Madison 
Street Bridge—Other Matters. 

Proceedings were begun in the Superior Court 
yesterday to condemn land north of the east end 
of Madison street bridge for che purpose of con- 
structing a new Couble-track, swing bridge 
across the river at that point. The land which it 
is sought to condemn is a triangular strip, the 
hypothenuse of which is the dock line of the river 
200 feet in length.

THE NEW ENGINEER'S BEGINNING, 


Nearly Noon Yesterday When the County 
Building Was Heated and Lighted. 

There was a change of engineers at the County 
Building yesterady, and thidgs didn't work well 
during the forenoon. The building was insuf- 
ficiently heated, the elevators worked irregu- 
larly. and the electric ights were not lighted 
until nearly noon. 

At 6 o’clock Thursday night Engineer J. M. 
Conroyd, the outgoing engineer of the building, 
and his assistants quit work. T. J. Murphy, the 
new appointee, was to take charge the first of 
the month. Through some mistake Conroyd's 
night man failed to turn up, and as Murphy did 
not come until 5a. m. the entire plant was in 
bad shape to be handled bya new man. The 
cousequence was that when the occupants of the 
building came in at8o'clock, the whole piace 
was as cold asa bern. There was no heat, no 
light, the elevators were not running, and every 
thing Was dark, damp, dismal, and dreary. 

*I was here early this morning,’ said En- 
gineer a gg “TI thought [ Was to take charge 
the rst of the moath and not the last. En- 
gineer Conroyd and all his men quit work last 
night, and as his hight man failed to show up it 
leit things in bad shape. There was probably 
twenty or thirty pounds of steam up. but that 
wasn't enough either to heat the building or to 
run the elevators. I went to work at once to 
get steam up, but there was not fifteen pounds 
of soft coal about the place, so I had to use hard 
coal, and, naturgliy, it took longer to get steam 
with that. I nad to turn eff the lights in conse- 
quence and the elevator pumps. Then, too, 1 
found there was an escape of steam somewhere 
and it was some time before I discovered just 
where it was. Somebody had left the vipe open 
whieh m sure was closed last night when 1 
made the rounds. Had I known Conroyd's night 
man would not be here I should have looked aft- 
er this thing last night and the annoyance of this 
morning would have been avoided.“ 

When Conroyd heard there was trouble at the 
County Building he hurmed over and assisted 
Murphy in putting things right again. But it 
was 10 o'clock before the building was properly 
heated and nearly 11 0’clock before the elevators 
ran regularly. At 12 o'clock everything was ail 
right once more. 

“The men.“ said Superintendent Bennett. 
“are new men who have been accustomed to 
using soft coal. When they came in this morna- 
ing they naturally found it a little aifficult to get 
up steam with hard coal, Thisis a big piaut, 
too, and a new engineer, however expert, cannot 
be expected to grasp the entire business at once. 
Ido aot hold Mr. Murphy resvonsiole, nor do I 
think Conroyd was to blame, for as soon us he 
heard of the trouble he came in, took off his coat, 
and helped until things were straightened out.’

GLEANINGS IN LOCAL FIELDS. 


Alaska a Land of Milkand Honey. 

Mr. G. A. Garside, United States surveyor for 
Alaska, was at the Palmer yesterday. Mr. Gar- 
side lives in Juneau, near Douglas Island, the 
great gold-mining region of the country. He is 
interested in the mines of the country, both asa 
miner and as an engineer, and is now on his way 
east with carefully prepared maps of the district, 
by which he hopes to throw some new light on 
the Northwestern Territory. 

“To show vou what false notions ple have 
of distantes in Alaska,” he said, imagine your- 
self in Florida and then measure the distance 
to San Francisco. It is just about the same 
— you will have to make if you are in 

uneau and want to goover the seal-fisheriges— 
the Aleutian Islands. It isa voyage of 
miles, so dont ask me about the seal islands. 
The great future of Alaska is its gold mines. 
Since 1880, when they were discovered, ther 
have been wonderful developments that promise 
some day to be equal to the old days on the 
slope. Douglas Island isthe centre of all the 
mines. 

“I have made the patents for 108 gold mines, 
of which 100 are in operation in and about the 
island. The Treadwell Mine, owned by Senator 
Jones, D. O. Mills, and others, has stamps 
and is the largest plant in tne world. New mines 
are being developed all the time. The Treadwell 
lode is 421 teet wide and is known to de at least 
threé miles in extent. Some placer mining is 
done on the Yukon, but all the quartz lodes are 
near Juneau. 

The fisheries will also help the country. This 
industry 1s practically unlimited. Salmon can- 
ning factories are going up ali the time. People 
have a notion that Alaska is a bleak and cold 
country, but when I teft Sitka in December the 
grass was green, and it is rare that the thermom- 
eter goes down to zero. The reports about the 
horrible treatment of the Indians by the citizens 
of Juneau are a libel upon that community. A 
man who would sell Alaska Indians whisky is 
not only amenable to a severe legislative penalt 
but the moral odium attached to the act wouic 
ostracize him. Juneau is a moral community.”

A BIG RAILROAD COMBINATION. 
‘The revised agreement between gentle- 
men” aims at one of the biggest railroad 
combinations ever undertaken to maintain 
rates und suppress competition. The busi- 
ness covered by the agreement is to be all 
the State and inter-State traffic, both freight 
and passenger, which is competitive between 


| two or more of the allied roads and which 


has its origin or destination in the States of 
Lilinois, Iowa, Missourt, Kansas, Nebraska, 
Colorado, Wisconsin, and Minnesota, and 
the Territories of Utah, Wyoming, Dakota, 
New Mexi ontana, and the Indian Terri- 
tory. Traffi the Pacific coast and “ Texas 
business” are left out of the agreement. 
With these exceptions the “agreement be- 
tween gentiemen” is to apply absolutely to 
all traffic throughout the West, Northwest, 
and Southwest.

Ordinarily such a banding together of pow- 
erful monopolies as is provided for in the 
„ gentiemen’s agreement“ would excite pub- 
lic consternation, but it has notdone so in this 
instance as yet because of the belief that the 
undertaking cannot be carried out. The in- 
terest of roads having a large volume of lo- 
cal business to protect and of those that 


are dependent almost exclusively® on long 


haul traffic are so conflicting that it will be a 
giant’s task to keep them in harmony when 
there are too many railroads and not enough 
traffic to satisfy them all. But for the Inter- 
State act this scheme to suppress competition 
over haifa continent might succeed. Ik it 
were not for that law the strong lines could 
give a proportion of the long haul traffic to 
the chronic rate-cutters and recoup them- 
selves by extra charges op their short haul 
business, but now when one tariff is lowered 
the othér must come down also. If 
the strong lnes maintain locals” 
they must also keep up long haul 
rates, and the opportunity is thus 
afforded for the roads wholly dependent on 
long distance traffic tolower the tariff and 
take the business. it would seem that the 
rate-cutters can be satisfied and keptin the 
combination only by giving them more 
traffic than they could secure by competition. 
If pooliag were permitted the roads might 
keep both local and through rates up to a 
high point and then agree upon an equitable 
Mvision of the profits, but since that cannot 
be done the only hope of success is to dif- 
ferentiate tte rates on the various roads 
so as to shunt” traffic to each in a certain 
proportion and so satisfy all. The strength 
of the agreement will be tested when the 
proportions aré fixed and the rates agreed 
upon.

tant question is whether there is not some- 
thing back of it.

Managers who would have 
laughed at this scheme two months ago are 
now enthusiastic over it. Isn't there a wheel 
inside a wheel—something kept back from 
the public? It is rather singular that the 
railroads propose to take one of the Inter- 
State Commissioners away from his present 
employment and put him in charge of the big 
combination. Mr. Walker knows the indi- 
vidual personal views of each member of the 
commission and just what they think about 
combines, quasi pools, etc. He is better fitted 
than any manin the country who has not 
served on the Inter-State Commission to tell 
the railroads just how far they may dare go 
and keep within the official interpretation of 
the law. Was that the reason for his seleo- 
tion?

Mr. Springer’s Omnibus Territorial bill, 
which has Ween passed by the House, pro- 
vides for the admission of the two Dakotas 
after long delay, of Montana, Washington, 
and New Mexico. His biilis so bunglingiy 
or imgeniousiy drawn that two years at the 
least will elapse before any of them can be- 
come States, especially South Dakota. The 
Senate has stricken out the New Mexico part 
of Springer’s bill, and as the figures of the 
above tabi show it has acted rightiy in do- 
ing so. After the next census is taken the 
ratio of representation will be just about one 
House member for each 200,000 people, and a 
Territory having less than that number 
should be required to wait until it had more 
population before becoming a State. Esti- 
mating on the average five persons for every 
voter, it wul be seen that the present popu- 
lation of Dakota is 525,000, or more than 
enough for the two States which it is pro- 
posed to make. Washington on the five to 
one vote basis has 290,000, or more than the 
ratio, and Montana just comes within tne 


} limit.

, She has but 150,000 people, or 50,000 less than 


the number which should be requred for a 
State. Those whom she has, too, are not

but the American element, which is predom- 
inant in Arizona, would héip to control the 
Greaser element which predominates in New 
Mexico and make a State which, while it 
would never be one to be proud of, would be 
something better than the two rotten 
boroughs we should have if both the Tefri- 
tories were let in separately as States. 

The piea has been made that this country 
agreed by the treaty of Guadalupe Hidalgo 
of 1847 to aamit New Mexico asa State. All 
that it agreed to do was that in its own dis- 
cretion and its own time it would allow what 
is now New Mexico and Arizona, which was 
then all one, to become a State. The vrovis- 
ion was the same as the one in the treaty by 
which we acquired California, and that large 
Territory was not divided and admitted as 
two States, thongh its natural resources were 
vastly greater then than those of New Mex- 
ico. 

When’ Congress admits a State it takes 
into consideration, or should do so, quality of 

voters as well as quantity. New Mexico 
with a million Greasers would not be as fit 
for Statehood as Montana with 90,000 Amer- 
icans. So let us have no more of this at- 
tempt to force in a rotton borough inhabited 
by worthless Spanish Indians. If admitted, 
there will bein the course of time a pressure 
that will force in Arizona also, and then we 
shall have two Nevadas instead of oue. It 
would be far better to let in Arizona and 
New Mexico now as one State, though they 
are by no means fitted for the responsibility. 


SPEEDY SETTLEMENT OF THE IOWA CON- 
TROVERSY. 

Writing to Taz Trisune a few days ago 
Solicitor Withrow of the Rock Island Rail- 
road said in speaking of the cénflict over the 
Iowa railroad law that “ the officers of the 
railway companies are willing to codperate 
with the officers of the State in securing a 
decision at tne earliest day practicable.“ The 
great corporation which Mr. Withrow rep- 
resents is the only one of the Chicago-Omaha 
lines incorporated or ‘‘domesticated” in 
Iowa, but for that reason it occupies peculiar- 
ly close relations to the people of that State 
and it often shows a disposition te conciliate 
them and win their favor rather than try to 
wear them out in court. Whether Mr. Witn- 


speedy settlement of the present controversy 
may be doubted. As long as Judge 
Brewer’s injunction stands the railroads 
have the whip hand and by keeping the issue 
tied up in the courts can goon for several 
years charging all the traffic will bear.“ 
Thus, although defeated at the end of the 
litigation, they may in the meantime gain 
high extortionate profits. Yet, as the Des 
Moinés Register forcibly says, this would bea 
short-sighted policy, and railroad officials 
ought to “know well that a day of retribu- 
tion would come sooner or later.“ To anger 
and provoke tne people of lowa by needlessly 
prolonging and delaying the present con- 
troversy would cost the railroads dear in the 


end. The Register says: 

They do not want to continue a litigation 
which is harassing, @mbarfassing, expensive, 
and injurious to their own interests one hour 
longer than is needed to settle it decisively. The 

halty suits now hanging over the roads in the 

tate Courts, or that caa begun as fast as the 
necessary papers tan be 141 are sufficient 
to bankrupt the roads decided adversely to 
them. The Rock Island, for instance, has now 
to defend against twenty-four suite begun at 
Davenport and nine begun in this city. The 
penalties invoived in these suits alone range 
from a minimum of $33,000 to a maximum of 
$165,000, and the number and amount might be 
increased indefinitely. Every consideration of 
self interest prompts the roads to desire to know 
at the earliest possible time what are their ex- 
act rights in the matter. So with the Commis- 
sioners, they have been harassea and annoyed 
and embarrassed ana delayed in their other 
work by this conflict with tne roads. They have 
every reason for d to see an end to that 
contest. 


If the other Chicago-Iowa lines will adopt 
the policy announced by Mr. Withrow for 
the Rock Island, and the railroad’ officials 
and the Iowa Commissioners alike desire a 
speedy settlement, there should be no diffi- 
culty in reaching iti. By converting. some of 
the pending civil suits into a habeas corpus 

proceeding a case could be pushed through 
to the United States Supreme Court and set- 
tled in afew months. Of course to accom- 
plish this there would have to be a technical 
violation of a writ or order of court. Only in 
this way could the case be made quasi crim- 
inal and be given precedence on the court 
dockets. This was the course taken by the 
lowa roads a few months ago when 
they were fighting the Incorporation 
act and desired a final decision by the 
Supreme Court as soon as possible. They 
instructed their employés to disobey the 
lowa law and when they were arrested sued 
out writs of habeas corpus and railroaded” 
the cases through. The same course should 
be taken now by some of the railroad officials 
or by the Iowa Commissioners, Of course 
there must be a technical violation of a writ 
of court, but what of it? The only purpose 
of such an act would be to secure a speedy 
settlement of a question of great importance’ 
to nearly 2,000,000 people. Any penalty Judge 
Brewer would inflict would be only nominal 
In his first opinion in the injunction matter 
Judge Brewer said the questions involved 
were close and doubtful, and intimated that 
he was not entirely satisfied that the writ he 
issued would stand the test. His object was 
to preserve the status quo until a decision 
could be reached in the Federal Supreme 
Court. He would not think of inflicting more 
than a nominal penalty for disregard of a 
writ which he himself thinks doubttul, espe- 
cially when such disregard would be in the 
interest of the public welfare and the speedy 
settlement of an important question. Let 
steps be taken to settle the conflict over the 
new Iowa Railrcad law as soon as possible. 


WHEAT IN CHICAGO AND NEW YORK. 

New York papers and people ha ve had a 
great deal to say recently about the alleged 
artificially high * of wheat in this city, 
and some of them have charged that figures 
are sustained here by a manipulation which 
is no more respectable than that employed by 
the Cincinnati Harper nearly two years ago. 
For proof that their position 1s sound they 
point to the fact that the price of No. 2 wheat 
for delivery next May is about the same in 
New York as in Chicago, leaving no margin 
to pay the cost of transportation between 


No. 2 red winter being 33 shillings and 6 
pence per quarter. Some heavy selling has 


Chicago red, furnished by the Grain In- 
spector here as an average quality. The two 
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The inspection standard at the seaboard, 
already low, was let down badly about the 
time the new crop of last year began to ar- 
rive. It was lowered in deference to the 
cry for “a commercial grade” which was 
raised here a few years ago but disregarded. 
Opinions may differ as to the wisdom of the 
change, but there can be no question about 
the sinking in selling value which must fol- 
low such a letting down of grade, Most of 
the wheat in the world is bought for milling, 


either before or after the speculators get 


hoid of it, and the prices paid by buyers 
in the United Kingdom are based pretty 
c:osely upon the kind and quantity of 
flour that a given parcel of wheat will 
yield. As the current quotations in Liver- 
pool and London are based on the quality of 
the interior stuff offered from New York it 
is not surprising that the standard grain in 
this city should be nominally so far above the 
views of purchasers in Great Britain. This 
is not fair to the Chicago article. It is 
especially unfair that the fact should be 
seized upon by speculators at the seaboard 
as a pretext for decrying the latter and 
claiming that it is heid up by virtue of what 
is no better than a confidence game played 
by men who are as bed as the one now serv- 


| Ing his State in a penitentiary in Ohio. The 


New York men ought to know better, and 
probably do know the facts in the case well 
enough. They should be sufficiently fair- 
minded to cease such misrepresentations. 


THE FRENCH SITUATION. 

A temporary calm follows the excitement 
in Paris. M. Floquet has secured a vote of 
confidence by a vote of 300 to 240, and has 
asked consent to introduce a bill reéstablish- 
ing the scrutin d’arrondissement system of 
election in place of the scrutin de liste, with- 
out which Gambetta thought: the Republic 
would perish. The scrutin de liste has been 
tried, with the result that the Republic never 
was in sucha dangerous condition as now 
and that the menace of military dictation 
confronts it. But for the scrutin de liste 
Boulanger might not have been elected at all. 
Even if he had been he would have gone into 
tne Chamber only with the indorsement of a 
littie district instead of with the indorsement 


of the large Department of the Seine, Which 


sends thirty-eight Representatives to the 
Chamber. Under the scrutin de liste pian 
the members of a whole department, inciud- 
ing many districts, are elected upon a single 
ticket, and, in case of a vacancy, as has hap- 
pened lately, che entire department, instead 
of the district, elects the candidate. It also 
gives an ambitious man or a demagogue a 
great advantage by allowing him to run in 
any department he or his friends may select. 
The other system, the scrutin d’arrondisse- 
ment, is substantially the same as our own 
method of electing Congressmen. The can- 
didate must reside in the district where he 
runs, and that district alone vases for Hm. 
Instead of strengthening the Government 
party the scrutin de liste has weakened it. 
Instead of returning its own candidate, as 
Gambetta supposed it always would, it has 
returned @ bitter and implacable foe of the 
Government. The French Premier at last 
recognizes the blunder and has done ali he 
can to repair it by asking consent to his bill 
for reéstablishing the old election system. 
When it comes to moving urgency for its 
consideration the storm may break out. 
The minority vote on the motion of con- 
fidence, as will be seen, is a formidable 
one. Undoubtedly many sympathizers with 
Boulangism voted with the majority to 
carry out their policy of temporary inaction 
and bide. the time when the Government 
shall be compelled to show its hand. Gen. 
Boulanger’s scheme is to overthrow, the 
Ministry, force a dissolution, and then go to 
the country in a general election. There will 
be such an election any way in October next, 
but the Boulangists want to strike while the 
iron is hot and avail themselves of the influ- 
ence of the Paris election upon the whole 
country. In his letter to his constituents 
Gen. Boulanger says: The Chamber now 
has nothing before it but dissolution, from 
which it cannot escape.“ Having overthrown 
the Ministry, dissolved the Chamber, and 
appealed to the nation, he will be in a pogi- 
tion to carry out his scheme should the na- 
tion sustain him. That scheme is comprised 
in the general declaration, ‘‘ Revise the Con- 
stitution.“ To revise the Constitution means 
to abolish the Senate and Presidency, which 
in Boulanger’s eyes are remnants of mon- 
archy, and to concentrate the power in the 
hands of a single body, with himself as 
Chief Executive or Dictator. That is the es- 
sence of Boulangism, first and last, and that 
is the danger which confronts the French 
Republic. The present calm is only tem- 
porary. The storm may break any day. 


INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT. 

The passage of the International Copyright bill 
would not make New York immediately the lit- 
erary centre of Engiand, but it would at least 
make it the literary centre of America—which it 
is not altogether now. The flood of worthless 
fiction.from London would cease. Such books 
as were worth having we could get at moderate 
prices. The many other advantages it would 
secure need not be recapitulated now. Let Con- 
gress pass the bill.—New York Tribune. 


With the above airy and jaunty statement 
from the columns of tne New York Tribune 
we beg leave to differ, even at the risk of 
losing New York City as the literary centre 
of America. The Chace Copyright bill,” 
which passed the Senate in May last ana is 
now pending in the House, proposes amend- 
ments to the statutes in such a fashion as to 
amount to a twofold system of plundering. 

In the first place, no American reprints of 
foreign books can be made under the bill in 
this country except by the consent of the 
foreign author and upon his own terms, The 
bill reads: Any person who shall print or 
publish any manuscript whatever without 
the consent of the author or proprietor first 
obtained shall be liable to the author or pro- 
prietor for all damages occasioned by such 
injury.” And this foreign monopoly is to 
last twenty-eight years for the author and 
fourteen additional years for his widow and 
heirs: after his death, or forty-two years 
in all. 

In the second place, the foreign author who 
has secured copyright in this country holds 
the American readers at his own 
mercy for a period of forty-two years. 
Under the proposed law he has the 
right to, give directions that his book shall 
be sold in the same number of volumes and 
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not be n gay tes even this precau- 
tion. „ Sond ts cool 
what he | and put his book into as 
many cum high-priced volumes as 
he saw fit, and thus set up a tariff of prices 
two or three times higher than they are 
now. 

The true principle in this copyright busi- 
ness is to pay the foreign author the average 
royalty which an American author receives 
and leave the mechanical work to be done in 
this country. This would be fair to the au- 
thor and to printers and readers, but it is 
evident that a fair royalty is not satisfactory 
to the English authors. The aristocratic

Then on the extravagant 
basis of 20,000 cubic feet to each 100,000 peo- 
ple it would need only 160,000 feet to give a 
sufficient dilution to our sewage with the 
present population of 800,000. Supposing we 
had a population of a million and a halt, 
though when we are to reach that no one can 
tell, but certainly not for twenty years. Still 
on the 20,000 feet basis the 300,000 cubic feet 
flow would furnish ample dilution for all our 
people. With & dilation of 14,000 cubic feet 


to each 100,000 persons, which is considered 


ample for English cities, the 300,000 feet flow 
would do for nearly two and a quarter mill- 
ion people. With adilution of 10,000 cubic 
feet, which is twice what we now have, a 
population of three million would be accom- 
modated by a flow of 300,000 cubic feet. So 
what is the 7ranseript talking about when it 
says in a few years things will be no better 
than now? Does it mean by afew years 
half a dozen generations ! If so it need not 
take heed of what may happen during the 
first or second quarter of the next century. 
The Peorians and Chicagoans of that day 
will take care of the situation then.

It 
would remove a title which is working con- 
stant injury to our diplomatic service and 
which is insulting to any man of spirit. It 
would not add a dollar to the cost of the 
office. It is amystery what motive could 
have actuated twenty-six Senators to vote in 
this way, or what reasons they can assign 
tor deciding to continue this clumsy, irrele- 
vant, misleading, and absolutely degrading 
title, which not only exposes its wearer to 
continual mortification but detracts from 
the national power and dignity of the Gov- 
ernment abroad. The Senate has blundered 
atrociously. 


Tue report of the Commissioner of the 
Patent-Office shows there are some brains in 
Ulinois—more than are to be found in any of 
the States that surround us. That people 
which is the most inventive, which does the 
most to simplify and facilitate production, 
and to lessen the toil of the workman 1s the 
one which stands highest in the scale of ciy- 
ilization. According to this report citizens 
of Illinois in 1888 took out patents in the pro- 
portion of one to every 1,858 inhabitants. 
The backward and unprogressive and more 
Southernized State of indiana took out one 
to every 4,004 peopie. Michigan, being the 
home of a more intelligent set of peopie, tcok 
out one to every 2,362 people. As might 
be expected, Connecticut heads the list 
and Massachusetts comes next. While the 
bad Yankee is always hunting for an 
office, public or private, or some place 
where he may live off the labor or contribu- 
tions of others without toiling himself, the 
good Yankee is always bothering his brains 
to find some way to make easier the process 
of transforming a raw material into a fin- 
ished product.

Then Maximilian’s cousin went mad, and the 
Tyrol came into Maximilian’s possession. Its 
hills and valleys are full of memorials of his 
hunting adventures. Once he was caught on the 
brink of the Marlinswand; was held two days 
and nights in this perilous post, and was finally 
saved from starving by a chamois hunter, whom 
he ennobled under the title of The Hallooer of 
High Rock.” 

aximilan had the boldness of his descendants. 
He forced open the jaws and pulied out the 
tongue of a caged lion. He mounted to the high- 
est ledge of the towerof Ulm Cathedral, and, 
stepping out on theiron bar by which the beacon 
lantern was suspended. he balanced himself on 
one foot and poised the other in the air. 

Charles V., who succeeded him, was not hand- 
some.

Queen Eleanor, who married Leopold L, was 
go devout that she flogged herself till the blood 
came, wore spiked bracelets to torment her 
wrists, followed processions barefoot, and during 
the performance of operas, which her husband 
forced her to attend, studied the psalter bound 
up as a libretto. 

Charles VI., though of stern and melancholy 
appearance, was as passionately fond of field 
sports as though he had been of British birth.

But he was also an 
excellent musician, and had the family taste for 
collecting coins.

railway strike were fewer today than on any 
day since the strike was inaugurated, al- 
though a policeman was compelled to shoot 
into a mob on Madison avenue in order to 
save his life. As a general rule, however, 
beyond sporadic attempts to blockade the 
tracks with overturnea wagons and other 
obstrucuons the day passed peaceably 
enough. . 

The Broadway, Boulevard, Fourth Avenue, 
and Sixth Avenue ran an increased number 
of cars without much molestation. The 
Eighth, Ninth, and the Second Avenue roads 
may possibly make the attempt tomorrow. 
The situation on Second avenue was 

unchanged. No cars were run out during the 
day, although there were many applicants for 
positions and men were enrolled at intervals. 
The company have more than enough men to 
take care of the stables and no more are en- 
gaged for this work. On the Ury-Dock lines 
there were no signs of disturbance at any 
time all day. Fifteen cars were run on the 
Grand street tracks until 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon, when they were housed for the 
night. None of the cars were interfered 
with by the strikers. 

All along it had been e d that the 
Broadway and Seventh avenue would give 
the most trouble, as this road had 1,100 men 
out on strike. The most serious rioting has 
taken place on this line at its southern and 


northern limits. Today, however, there was 


a lull in the storm. The cold wind that 
whistled ‘around the corners had some- 
thing to do in cooling the passions of strikers. 
They sought the warmth and shelter of the sa- 
loons and gave the police something of a rest. 
But when the sun warmed upa bit so did 
they, and between Forty-seventh and Forty- 
eighth streetsin the afternoon managed to 
overturn a wagon and place some stones on 
the tracks, which were removed quickiy and 
without much trouble by the police. Ten 
cars were rolling at 11 a. m., ana after that 
ten more. The road ceasedrunning at ö p. m. 

President Foster of the Forty-second street 
and boulevard line said that practically the 
tie-up was ended on his road. He had a full 
complement of cars running. 

The Eighth and Ninth avenue roads are 
still slumbering. ‘he men were given until 
today to report: now they are held to be dis- 
charged, and new men will be taken on as 
fast as they apply. 

The running of the Fourth avenue cars to- 
day was attended by rioting and bloodshed 
in Madison avenue. There was a desperate 
fight, which resulted in the serious beating 
of a policeman and the shooting and wound- 
ing of a rioter. The policeman was Officer 
Lilly of the Fifty-first Street Station. 
He attempted to disperse a crowd 
which had gathered at Fiftv-seventh street 
and Madison avenue. He was knocked pros- 
trate into the gutter and the whole furious 
mob jumped upon him and pounded him over 
the head and body. But Lilly was game. He 
staggered to his feet, still partially dazed by 
the blow which laid open is scalp, 
and, after clearing a circle 
him with his club, succeeded in 
drawing his revolver just as the crowd was 
closing on him the second time. At this in- 
stant the leader made a rush toward the 
wounded officer and Lilly aimed his weapon 
at the rufflan and fired. The big brute stag- 
gered and fell and was carried off by the 
mob, which then slowly dispersed. The 
Fourth avenue company ran _ sixty-one 
cars today. The first car went out a 
little before 8 in the morning and 
by noon sixty-one were on the road, each 
with two policemen aboard. No cars were 
run after dark. 

Seven cars made continuous trips from 
Hariem bridge to Fordham on the main line 
of the Harlem Bridge, Morrisania & Ford- 
ham Railway from 9 o’clock in the 
morning until nighhfall. No effort was made 
to open up the One Hundred and Thirty- 
eighth Street & Fort Morris Branch.

WHEREAS, Late newsp dispatches show 
steps have been taken looking to the acquisition 
of tne Samoan Islands by the German Govern- 
ment, in violation of the rights and integrity of 
the Government with which the Government of 
the United States holds treaty and commercial 
relations. and in violation of the treaty rights of 
the United States; therefore, be it

rected to take such steps, forcibily. if deemed 
expedient, as are necessary and proper to protect 
and maintain the honor, dignity. and interests of 
the flag and Government of United States 
and its citizens, wherever dispersed, against the 
acts of the Emperor of Germany or his forces. 


THE HARBOR UF PAGO-PAGO, 


Bayarda’s Letter te Sherman anda Copy 
of the Deed. 


Wasuineron, D. C., Feb. L—The papers 


relating tothe harbor of Pago- Pago which 
Senator Sherman announced in the Senate 
this morning that he had received from 
Secretary Bayard are of interest in view of 
the prominence given at present by Samoan 
affairs. Secretary Bayard’s letter to Sher- 
man is as follows: 

DEPARTMENT OF STATE,. WASHINGTON, D. d. 
Feb. 1.—/0an S&S n, Chairman of Committee on 
Foreign Relations, United States Senateé—DEAR SIR: 
8 that the question of rights of the 
United States at Pago-Pago Harbor, Samoa, is 
under discussion in the Senate, I inclose for such 
use as you may deem proper. a copy of the deed 
of transfer of that harbor to the United States 
in 1878, a copy of which was sent to the Navy 
Department at the time of its receipt here. 
With it are two notes of Mr. Goward, who was 
the United States Commercial Agent at that sta- 
tion, which are explanatory of the transfer. Re- 
spectfully yours, T. F. BAYARD. 

The deed referred to was made out on 
board the United States steamship Adams, 
Harbor of Pago-Pago, and reads as follows: 

To whom it may concern: Be it known that we, 
the undersigned, being — authorized and em- 
powered by the Taimua Faipuie of the Sa- 
moan Government, do hereby this, the 5th day 
of August, 1878, transfer to tne Government of

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INDIANARGLIS ADDS TWO NAMES TO 
THE CANADIAN CENSUS, 


The Officials of the Connecticut Mutual 
_ Insurance Company Speak on the Sub- 
ject of Moore’s Embezziement and Ex- 
plain His Methods—They Claim That 
They Had Not Been Informed—John E. 
Sullivas, County Clerk, Flees Over the 
River. 12 5 ; 
Hartrorp, Conn., Feb. 1.—[Special. |—Sus- 
gestions that officers of the company were in 
collusion with Moore, the Indianapolis de- 
faulting agent of the Connecticut Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, have reached Hart- 
ford from various sources, coupled with in- 
timations that the failure to secure his early 
arrest was due to considerations growing 
out of an alleged sharing between Moore and 
some of the company’s officers. Such are 
the stories, and it scarcely need be said that 
they have been met with indignant denials 
by the company’s officials. President Greene 
attributes the failure to arrest Moore to the 
prosecuting officers at Indianapolis. The 
company could net make the arrest. It could 
simply, threugh its locgl representatives, 
bring the attention of the local authorities 
to the case and offer to furnish the proofs 
for any charges that might be brought. In- 
structions to its local representatives to take 
this course were telegraphed early last week 
by Col. Greene and Director Robinson, coun- 
sel for the company, and their action was 
approved by the directors at a special meet- 
ing Friday last. The development at this 
end of the line is an open letter to E. P. 
Chapin, of Springfield, Mass., a policy- 
holder, giving the main facts as to Moore’s 
defalcation. Col. Green explains that 
Moore’s relation to the company was that of 
a financiai correspondent. On the subject of 
his power, he says: We put no money into 
his hands nor did we give him any general 
agency or authority at all to take loans. He 
could not of his own motion Joan a dollar. 
He simply forwarded to us such applications 
coming tohim as he theught would meet 
with favorable consideration, with valua- 
tions and such other information respecting 
both borrower and security as we required 
to enable us to form an intelligent judgment 
of the loan. If we acceptet it we notified 
him ef the fact, and then in due time au- 
thorized him to draw upon us for. the amount. 
Its through the fact that borrowers so 
largely wentto him for their personal con- 
venience, and through the cases of arrears 
which we referred to him for action, that 
opportunity arose to appropriate money and 
deceive us in regard to it. It was through 
these opportunities that Moore contrived his 
scheme. The money given him by borrowers, 
in certain instances, to pay principal or in- 
terest er both was pocketed by him. On 
these he continued to pay interest more or 
less regularly, as if they were in force. Such 
interest payments as he did not make he ac- 
counted for by a most ingenieus and consist- 
ent series of falsehoods. Moore represented 
the particular borrowers whose money he 
had taken as being in financial difficulty, 
anxious to struggle on and pay their debts 
at the earliest moment and to save their 
property from foreclosure, and confident 


‘that they would do it with leniency, and 


romising to make payments as fast as possi- 

le. The payment of interest which he made 
on these pocketed loans he represented, of 
course, as coming from the borrowers them- 
selves, and he made such circumstantial 
statements of the condition and prospects of 
each one as invariably excited sympathy, and 
made the company hoperul of a satisfactory 
outcome at last. Many cases of honest ar- 
rears were, from time to time, being worked 
eut satisfactorily, further confirming confi- 
dence in his representations. And through- 
out the whole time he was constantly remit- 
ting large sums of money fur borrowers cor- 
rectly and transacting a large volume of 
business in a proper manner.“ 

Referring to a rumor that the company 
was reliably advised of Moore’s stealings 
over two years ago, Col. Greene says: What 
anonymous information respecting Mr. Moore 
we may have received I donot know. We 
have them regarding the best ef men. But 
there has never to my knowledge been 
brought to the netice of the company, by a 
responsible person, any fact impugning Ar. 
Moore’s integrity until the discoveries made 
by our own investigations.” 

Col. Greene says that the latest develop- 
ments do not increase the announced amount 
of loss of half a million. and despite this the 
company will be abie to show a gain of assets 
and surplus for the year and pay the usual 
dividends. 


POLIOYHOLDERs WILL TAKE ACTION. 


They Demand Investigation of the Com- 
pany’s Methods. 

INDIANAPOLI3s, Ind., Feb. 1.—[Special.]—In 
contradiction of the statement by President 
Greene that no officer of the Connecticut 
Mutual had ever been given an intimation of 
Joseph A. Moore’s stealing from the com- 
pany the Indianapolis Vews today publishes a 
letter sent to President Greene by Newton 
Todd of this city April 9, 1887, iu which a 
statement of various crooked transactions 
was given. He offered to give the names of 
reputable business-men who would verify 
the information if asked to do so. Todd was 
at that time in the empley ef Moore. A note 
from President Greene under date of June 3, 
1857, reading: “I beg te acknowledge the re- 
ceipt of your letter of April 8 last, which was 
received during my absence from duty,“ is 
also published. Toad’s letter was sent by the 
Connecticut Mutual to Moore and caused at 
the time a spirited conversation between the 
two in Moore’s office, but Todd was not dis- 
charged. 

William Henderson, a prominent citizen of 
Indianapolis, has called upon 8 — 
to take some steps to have the Moore swindle 
thoroughly investigatea. In a published 
statement he says: We should have a meet- 
ing and discuss some pian at once for pre- 
senting our case to the company at its an- 
nual meeting next March. have no doubt 
that policyholders all over the country will 
be glad to carry on anything we may orig- 
inate, and doubtless all of them are looking 
anxiously in this direction now to see whut 
we will do. Unless we do something they 
will be slow to take the matter up, but Iam 
certain they will seize quickly any plan we 
may propose to letin the lighton the methods 
of a company which allowed an agent to sys- 
tematically and boldlv steal for ten years. I 
do not believe ne could have stolen $500,000 
without some officer of the company being 
cognizant of it. I hope I shall not lose the 
amount on which I have been paying pre- 
miums so long, but I do not believe the com- 
pany can continue its insurance business. 
The entire affair strikes me as similar to that 
which exploded the Charter Oak Company 
and disgraced its managers a few years ago. 
From my Eastern correspondence 1 learn 
that this matter is creating a great sensation 
in financial circles. The peopie over there 
are fully aroused and will not let the officers 
quiet them down with soft words. Nothing 
but a full investigation will now suffice.” 

A well known attorney said today that he 
had proof from Moore’s own lips that the 
Connecticut Mutual Company has at least 
considered a settlement of the embezziement 
case without exposure or public knowledge. 
The day of the exposure,” said the attor- 
ney, I went to see Mr. Mogre in the even- 
ing in the interest of achent. Heheld a 
newspaper in hishand and was apparently 
much downcast at the full details which it 
contained of his operations. He would not 
talk about his disgrace much, but in the con- 
versation said this: ‘The representatives of 
the company have been here two weeks. 
When they came I made a full statement of 
the condition of my affairs to them, and 1 
thought it was all fixedup. I understood 
that it was fixed all right, but since then, on 
account of some outside influence, they seem 
to have changed their minds.“

NEWS FROM THE CREAM CITY. 


Charges of Boodleism in the Board of Su- 
pervisors—Railway Official Changes. 

Mitwavuxezr, Wis., Feb. 1.—[Special.]— 
Somewhat of a sensation was created today 
by the publication in an afternoon paper of 
charges of beodleism in the County Board of 
Supervisors and a demand for a thorough in- 
vestigation. Varieus charges are made, but 
no names are used and no direct proof of- 
fered. The foliowing is an abstract from 
the article: 

Less than 200 miles from Waupun is a State 
prison wherein a body of ex-county officials are 
confined jn punishment for the crime of boodling, 
and less than 100 miles from the County of Mu- 
waukee is the scene of their illegal operations. 
Yet, it is alleged, there are men within Milwau- 
kee County, and in official capacities, who have 
the hardihood to practice similar methods of 
business. Those who are in a position to know 
say that while the boodievism of Mulwau- 
kee County is small in comparison with 
the boodieism of Cook County, III., it cer- 
tainly exists. It is an open secret around 
the court house that there are and have 
been transactions in the County Beard of Super- 
visors which, if shown up in the lightof un- 
friendly criticism, would have a peculiar appear- 
ance, to put it in its most charitable form. The 
County Board, as was confessed Ly the Chairman 
in his annual message, has no adequate system 
of beokkeeping. no vete power, and no check 
whereby crooked transactions could be detected, 
which offers a une field for petty stealing. It is

‘CONDITION. OF BUSINESS. 


DUN & co. REPORT THE OUTLOOK 
RATHER MORE FAVORABLE 


Trade During the Last Week Was Quiet 
er Only Fairly Active—A Decreasé in 
the Number of Fatlures—The Express 
Rate War Terminated—The Ohio Legis- 
lature Takes a Hack at the Alleged 
Beef Trust. | 


New York, Feb. 1.—R. G. 
weekly review of trade says: 
Dissatisfaction with the state of trade is in- 
creasing, and there is general complaint as to 
collections, But increased confidence in the 
new agreement of railroad Presidents tends to 
support better prices for securities. Swelled by 
peculation ih stocks and in products the ciear- 
ngs through the banks show a much larger vol- 
ume of business in January than for the same 
month last year, and for the last week a gain of 
17,7 per cent at all cities and 13.7 per cent out- 
sice of New York. During the last week the 
public has bo 
the average M. Ii per share. The causes of im- 
provement are, tirst, the general assent of the 
railroads to the Inter-State agreement; second, 
the closing of the South Pennsylvania contro- 
versy; and, third, investment demand for bonds 
and the better class of stocks. * 

Wheat has declined a cent and a half for the 
week, with sales here of 24,000,000 bu. Fairy 
tales about stocks on hand are still circulated by 
interested parties, but are met by heavy sbiv- 
ments from the farms and sales by farmers who 
grow tired of waiting for $1.50 wheat. 

Corn and oats have stiffened a fraction. 

Oul has risen e, with sales here of 5,500,000 
barrels. The cotton market has not changed as 
to prices. Coffee is — 4 an eighth stronger, and 
sugar is unchanged, with tea firm and in good de- 
mand at auction. Pri 
eggs have been depressed, and leather is said to 
be lower than at any other time for thirty-five 
years. 

The market for iron does not improve. Phila- 
delphia reports sales of 15,000 tons Southern, and 

rices are about $17 for No. 1, against $17.50 for 

orthern. Bar iron is more active, with prices 
not improved. Sales of steel rails at Pitisburg 
are reported for $26 and an Eastern mill has sold 
for Chicago delivery at $30.60, equal to at mill. 
Coal is dull, and the mines working short time. 
Copper declined sharply. March selling at 160. 
7 4 was weaker at 21.60 for spot, and lard at 


Reports from ether cities are remarkably uni- 
form in tenor; trade quiet or only fairly active, 
money in abundant supply and easy, with but 
moderate demand. Exceptions are St. Paul, 
where a slight stringency is observed, and 
Omaha, where the demand is active; Nashville, 
where trade is now quite active, and Milwaukee, 
where higher rail rates threaten to close some 
factories. The Treasury operations disclose a 
rapid return of silver and silvencertificates, so 
that of these kinds of money $2,300,000 less is in

END OF THE EXPRESS RATE WAR. 


An Agreement Signed by the Companies 
Restoring the Old Tariff. 

New Tonk, Feb. 1—The express war, 
which had brought ratesin many cases be- 
low the actual cost of transportation, is end- 
ed. An agreement was signed today by the 
Presidents of the several companies. By it 
the rates existing in ali competitive business 
previous to May 1, 1886, are reéstablished. 
The text of the order issued to the managers 
and General Superintendents operating di- 
visions is as follows: 

The companies represented below have agreed 
to the restoration of express rates on all com- 
— business as they existed previous to 

ay 1, 1886, and you will at once give orders to 
Superintendents, agents, and others that the 
tariff of rates then existing shall immediately go 
in torce and be carried out without any devia- 
tion by abatements in weights, drawbacks, 
or estimated weights, and discontinue the 
practice of ting weights on pack- 
ages to one address other than as provided 
for in the classification. You will instruct 
agents at common point offices to meet and 
agree with agents of other companies as to what 
the agreed races were at the date referred to 
above. If there were any differences between 
the companies at that date as to the tariff. adept 
the highest until further advised; the copy of 
rates thus fixed to be jointly signed by agents of 
the companies represeated at each point and 
sent to their respective Superintendents. 

All the contracts, agreements, etc., that con- 
flict with the tariff of rates that existed as above 
are te be abregated on ten days’ notice to the 
parties with whom the contractor agreement 
was entered into, whether in writing or verbal. 

All seliciters for express freight or fast freight 
that are now — in that service shall be 
discontinued immediately; this to apply to the 
soliciting of business by one company from 
peints on railroads occupied by another com- 
pany. 

This agreement is signed by the Presidents 
of the Adams Express Company, American 
Express Com any. United States Express 
Company, Wells, Fargo & Co., Southern Ex- 
press Company, Pacific Express Company, 
Baitimore & Ohio Express, and Nationai Ex- 
press Company.

should Have a Monopoly of It.

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 1.—[pecial.]—Sen- 
ator Bacon of Will introduced in the Senate 
this morning a bill which, if it becomes a 
law, will prevent the 
selling in Illinois of the 
police illustrated pa- 
pers. It prohibits and 
makes it unlawful for 
any person to sell, 
lend, give away, show, 
or havein his posses- 
sion any book, pam- 
phiet, magazine, news- 
paper, or story paper 
devoted to illustrating 
or describing immoral 
deeds or to the publi- 
cation or printing 
nal news or police reports 
by pictures or the stories of bloodshed, iust, 
orcrime. Itis also made unlawful to ex- 
hibit upon any street or highway or any 
place within the view of a minor, to 
hire, use, and employ any minor child to dis- 
tribute any publication of the character 
stated. A violation of the lawis made a mis- 
demeanor and the penalty is a fine not to ex- 
$500 and impriscnment in the county 
jail not to exceed six montns, or both, in 
discretion of the court.

Before then the pollution from the 
sewers, the discharge from which would 
be rhultiplied fourfold by the increase of 
population, would be carried beyond the new 
inlet. But apart from this we have 
not the money for new water-works. A 
serviceable system would cost at least a 
million. 
of that amount. It would be absurd to spend 
one-tenth of it when we could have an abso- 
lutely pure water supply without cost by 
connecting with the city. I had the idea a 
couple of years ago that annexation meant 
increased taxation. I am now satisfied that 
annexation means lower taxes. We are 
spending in Lake View every year hundreds 
of thousands of dollars experimenting with 
municipal government. We will have to go 
into Chicago some day and all the money 
spent in experiments will have been wasted. 
The rate in Lake View is $9 or $10 per $100 of 
assessment. - The rate in Chicago is between 
$5 and $6. Under the Annexation bill now 
before the Legisiature our assessments will 
contiuue to be made as heretofore under a 
Lake View Assessor. Iam glad Tue Turn- 
UNE has taken up this matter. The Annex- 
ation law should be passed in time wo let us 
in next April. 

“If the present state of affairs continues 
property will become so depreciated in value 
that we cannot pay taxes for the mainte- 
nance of a new city government. We know 
what happened at Riverside some years ago. 
That was not a circumstance to what will 
W in Lake View.“ 

H. Chadwick, a prominent resident of 
Lake View, says: 

IJ have three children. One of them has 
not used Lake View water in any form. He 
is allright. The other two have been run- 
ning about at will and drinking what water 
they liked. They are down with what Dr. 
Paoli says istyphoid-fever. The troubie with 
Lake View is politicians. A large number of 
the people outside of the political rings want 
annexation. We are now prepared to go 
into Chicago: Last Sunday night the flow of 
water was absolutely stopped. What a risk 
we ran in case of a fire—40,000 people with- 
out water!“

EXTENDING BRITISH TRADE IN JAPAN. 


Why the Japs Have a Consul in Great Brit- 
ain—Japan’s Promising Manufactures. 

The Japanese Government has appointed 
or created an Honorary Consul in Great 
Britain in the person of Mr. James Bowes of 
Liverpool. Tue business of the Consul is of 
course to extend British trade in Japan. The 
Pali Mall Gazetie publishes an interesting in- 
terview with Bowes, who has spent many 
years in Japan. He tells why the English 
manufacturers and merchants have secured 
the lion’s share of the trade of that country. 
We take therefrom the following extracts: 

“Then Japan is not a verty-stricken 
country, as we are generally led to suppose!“ 

“Certainly not; it is not rich in the sense 
understood in America, where cattle and sil- 
ver kings or railroad magnates reign su- 

reme, but poverty is not so general there as 
tisin Europe, and the Japanese are rich 
enough to build their own railroads without 
going to their neighbors to borrow the money 
todo so. Japan has only one foreign loan, 
which was raised under special circum- 
stances when the feudal system was abol- 
ished, and this is only for au insignificant 
amount and is being rapidly paid off; it 
stands in the London market at 112. No; I 
do not think that any of us will have the op- 
portunity of making money out of Japanese 
loans in the future, for the disposition of the 
people is to establish their own industries 
with their own money.“ 

“Were there any special commercial 
reasons which may have led to Liverpool 
being selected as the locaton of the new 
Consulate!“ 

“Yes, I think that many good reasons 
exist for the selection of this port. Forsome 
time past the favorite route for passengers 
and correspondence has been by way of 
Liverpool, New York, and San Francisco: 
and more recently a cheaper and more ra id 
route has been opened through Canada. ou 
asked just now about the extent of the trade 
between the two countries. Last year the 
export of gooas from England to Japan 
reached the value of £3,705,000, ana 
fully 90 per cent of these were 
produced north of Liverpool; it is natural, 
therefore, that the tendency of the Japanese 
should be to this part of England, especially 
as so many of them now land at and depart 
from our port. it would indeed be a satis- 
factory thing to me as Consul to see Japa- 
nese merchants established in our city and 
placed in close connection with the chief 
manufacturing centres. I can assure them 
of a hearty reception, for it has been the 
policy and the inciination of Liverpool for a 
hundred years or more to welcome in its 
business circles foreign merchants.” 

„What do the Japanese buy from us?’ 

„% Almost ,everything—from tin tacks to 
steam hammers, ladies’ gowns to ironciads, 
soda crystals to diamonds. The ladies of 
Japan appear disposed to discard their beau- 
tiful and picturesque robes and to assume 
European gowns and so forth. It is a sad 
pity that the ladies of the only country in the 
world who had a national, picturesque, and 
most becoming and useful costume should 
discard it in favor of the inartisuc Western 
fashions.“ g 

„Po you anticipate that as time goes on 
the business between England and Japan 
will increase, and what particular direction 
do you think it will take!“

porations and Drainage—It Finally Goes 
to the Committee of the Whole—Re- 
ferred by the Senate to the Committee 
on Waterways and Drainage. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb. 1.—[Special. |—Rep- 
resentative Browne of La Salle precipitated 
a wrangle in the House this morning which 
resulted in the report and bill prepared by 
the Chicago Drainage Commission being re- 
ferred to tne Committee of the Whole. As 
stated in these dispatches last night, Browne 
will oppose any arainage scheme Cook Coun- 
ty approves, and consequently when John 
Meyer today in the regular order presented 
the Roche bill and the accompanying report 
the La Salle County statesman objected to 
the motion of the Cook County member that 
they be referred to the Joint Committee on 
Municipal Corporations and Drainage. Such 
a motion, Browne maintained, could not be 
entertained unless the rules were suspended, 
to which proposition Meyer demurred on the 
ground that be had the right to ask that the 
report and bill be considered by a joint com- 
mittee composed of two or more standing 
committees. His motion, Mr. Meyer held, was 
proper, and Mr. Whitehead of Cook took the 
same view, but Brokoski of Cook was afraid 
that an acrimonious discussion would jeop- 
ardize the bill, and he evinced his willing- 
ness to have the Committee on Canals, Riv- 
ers, and Commerce added to the joint com- 
mittee. Browne of La Salle, though, was ob- 
durate, and he insisted on tne reference of 
the report and bili to the Committee on 
Drainage. He did so, he alle not because 
he cared to make, any unfair insinuations 
concerning the Cook County members, but 
rather because he had a list of the members 
of the Committee on Municipal Corporatons 
before him, and the first fourteen names on 
it were those of gentlemen representing 
Cook County constituencies. As there were 
only twenty-one members on that particular 
committee, Browne complained that the 101 
other counties would be accorded little con- 
sideration, and, speaking for his own people, 
he assured his colleagues that they did not 
desire to obstruct or delay, though they did 
claim the right to have the bill considered by 
a committee fairly constituted. There was 
no member of the Committee on Municipal 
Corporations that lived on the Illinois River 
after leaving Cook County until Cairo was 
reached, and that of itself was sufficient, in 
his estimation, to convince everybody of the 
disinterestedness of his argument and the 
honesty of his intentions. Springfield, Peoria, 
the six cities in hisdistrict, Quincy, and other 
large towns had no representation on the 
committee, the only exceptions being York- 
ville and Rock Island, ano it would be mani- 
festly unfair to refer the bill as suggested by 
the gentleman from Cook. Not only that, but 
as there were no municipal propositions in 
the bill he declared the entire subject re- 
lated to drainage, to which committee it 
therefore properly belonged. 

MEYER’S REPLY. 

John Meyer controverted the reckless as- 
sumptions of the gentleman from La Salle 
that there were no municipal qustions in- 
volved in the bill, and advocated its refer- 
ence to the joint committee agreed on at the 
caucus of the Cook County members last 
night. He got back at Browne by asserting 
that the taxpayers of Cook County were vi- 
tally interes in the outcome of the drain- 
age legislation of this session and they want- 
ed protection from the horde of cormorants 
who appeared anxious to prey upon them. 

Mooney of Braidwood lectured the Cook 
County members for forcing the House to do 
something it ought not, accord: to his 
reckoning, todo. The bill ought to given 
a full, fair, and honest consideration, and in 
their zeal he counseled the members from 
Cook to keepin view the truism that too 
mauy cooks spoil the broth. He thought the 
bill was endangered because of its overzeal- 
ous friends, whom he admonished to go slow. 
If Cook County was exclusively interested in 
its passage possibly he would have nothin 
to say, but as the people of the Illinois Val 
toy had something at stake he regretted to 
see that misunderstanding, almost hostility, 
had arisen. It was a mistake under such 
circumstances, therefore, to claim that Chi- 
cago alone was interested. 

Clayton E. Crafts did not see why the gen- 
tiemen from the river districts should make 

= such a fuss, as those of 
their constituents who 
desired to give their 
views would be given 
ample opportunity to 
do so if the bill was re- 
ferred to the Joint 
Committee on Drain- 
age and Municipal Cor- 
porations. Ihe pro-

OLAYTON E. CRAFTS. was concluded that it 
would be better to refer it to the joint com- 
mittee, as already suggested. This was done 
because 1t would equalize the representation, 
and he hoped that the House would vote in 
favor of referring. the bill and report to 
forty-two gentlemen, who represented all in- 
terests involved. He also thought it injuai- 
cious for a little coterie of gentiemen to ob- 
struct such a reference, and to simplify mat- 
ters he moved asa substitute that the Com- 
mittee on Canals and Rivers be added to the 
joint commi:tee. 

A SYSTEM NECESSARY. 

Mr. Whitehead urged the members to exer- 
cise their discretion, as it was absolutely 
necessary for the preservation of the life 
and health of the peopie of the great City of 
Chicago that some adequate system of n- 
age be provided. The bill just presented had 
been carefully considered by eminent men, 
and its friends had consulted with numerous 
members of the House with the view to 
securing its speedy passage. Great and con- 
flicting interests were involved, and it would 
require the mature deliberation of the mem- 
bers of the Legislature, so as to afford all of 
these interests due protection. 

Miller of Stark, seeing that an agreement 
was improbable and not caring to jeopardize 
the bill, offered as a substitute for all the mo- 
tions that the bill and report be referred to 
the Committee of the ole. The City of 
Chicago, he knew, needed such legislation, 
and the people of the State were almost 
equally involved. There were several com-

He Talks About His Drainage Bill and Its 
Prospects of Passing. 

Mayor Roche returned from Springfield 
last evening. He suid he was well satisfied 
with the prospect of passing the Drainage 
bili without any material amendment. The 
Cook County members were, as far as could 
be learned, a unit in its support. The Repre- 
sentatives of the valley could have no ob- 
jection to it, as the bill made all necessary 
concessions to their demands to satisfy their 
fears and prejudices. If it erred at 
all it did so on the side of too 
great Jiberality. He had fought hard to limit 
the capacity of the cut through the rocky 
stratum to the same dimensions as the cut 
through the soil—with a capacity of 300,000 
cubic feet—but the valley members insisted 
on the larger channel through the rocky 
cut, and their ideas had to be incor- 
porated in the bill unless the whole 
scheme was to be abandoned, With ref- 
erence to the criticism made on the portion 
of we twenty-first section which stipulates 
that if at any time the General Government 
shall improve the Desplaines or Illinois 
River so that the same shall be capabie of 
receiving a flow of 600,000 cubic feet of water 
per minute or more the district shall within 
ene year thereafter enlarge the entire chan- 
nel leading into said Desplaines and Liligois 
Rivers from said district to a sufficient capac- 
ity to produce and maintain a continuous 
tiow throughout the same of not less than 
600,000 cubic feet of water per minute.” 
The Mayor said that it should be read in con- 
nection with the preceding clause setting 
forth that the pulation of the district 
should be 1,500, before the en ment of 
the channel could be demanded, @ pres- 
ent population of the district contemplated 
by the bill was 900,000. The census of 1900 
or 1910 might give the population of 1,500,000 
requiring the change. The provision was 
wholly contingent. However, one year was 
too short a time, and that might be amend- 
ed. It probably would be. e Mayor did 
not attach much importance to the row over 
the bill in the House yesterday. It grew out 
of the personai jealousy of members, and 
would not affect the bill. The measure would 
be put through the Senate without material 
amendment. Senator Reinhardt of La Salle 
had some amendments about taking out the 
Illinois River dams at the expense of the 
Chicago district. These were inadmissible, 
and he told the Senator that if he insisted on 
them he would aavise the abandonment of 
the bill. It had been sufficiently loaded al- 
ready. 

With reference to other legislation affect- 
ing Chicago and Cook County not much 

gress bad been made. The House mem- 

rs have hardly yet settled down to work. 
The personal jealousies and quarrels arising 
out of the organization of the House had not 
yet been settled. Some pro had been 
made with the Annexation bill, which had 
been reported favorably by the Senate com- 
mittee to which it was referred.

Novels by Neo-Americans. 

s Magazine entered the field 
last year with Amélie Rives, and now the 
February number comes triumphantly bring- 
ing Edgar Saltus, another disciple of the 
fleshly school. “The Quick or tne Dead!“ 
was called by the author “a study.” Mr. 
Saltus terms “A Transaction in Hearts” 
“an episode,” and the flippancy of both ti- 
tles offends at the outset the reader who does 
not relish a jest squeezed out of romantic 
material. The story is quickiy told. The 
Rev. Mr. Gonfalion, an Episcopal priest, 
tiring ‘of his beautiful but neuraigic 
wife, falls madly in love with his wife’s 
coquettish sister. The reverend Chris- 
topher, be presumably underworked and 
overfed, yields qui and utterly w his 
wicked infatuation. He does not, like the 
earlier 7 — the line of A dl —— 
gression at truffles, but, casti 0 
and at last decency, he riots in bia depravity. 
Given, a gailant and pampered priest, a 

coarse-natured girl, and a fond wife, 
whose suffering seclusion gives opportunity 
for sin, with a Neo-American to stir the 
mixture and keep the fire going, the Pagan, 
quite free from moral limitation, the reader 
of Zola, and the admirer of literary nudities 
will think the resglt u brilliant revolt against 
Anglo-Saxon pruderies; the Philistine with 
growing daughters will think such a com- 
Position hell- brotn,“ made for infernal pur- 
poses. As for the conclusion of the story, 
the Rev. Christopher Gonfallon is 
saved to the world and his 
wife by his charmer’s nimbleness of wit. 
One evening he catches the beautiful Claire 
in his arms and presses her lips of silk“ to 
his. He is annoyed at the attentions she has 
received from an immoral young man, but at 
the emollient touch of her lips his anger 
„Sweetheart.“ he murmured, 
you are more than all the world 
to me.’ He gazed into her deep eyes’ depth. 
Instead of an answering gleam there was in 
them an apathy, stagnant and unmoved. 
‘Sweetheart,’ he repeated, and as he did so 
the eyes into which he gazed dilated as at 
some sudden dread.” Ruth, the wife, enters, 
sees the embrace, and heartbrokenly ad- 
dresses them. The ready Claire scoffs at her 
tragics and declares that Chris“ is only 
congratulaung her on her engagement 
to Yarde, the immoral young man. 
So Ruth is hoodwinked, the unconscionable 
Claire marries, and the cierical profligate 
goes on drawing his salary. As to literary 
style, honors are easy between Mr. Saltus 
and Amélie Rives. Barbara Dering had 
g gracile fingers” and “her hair was a 
blowse of red „*; of Claire, the naughty 
sorceress of Mr. Saltus’ story, the author 
savs, Her skin was eburnean in its 
clarity,” and she is said to baye eyes of 
iserine.” Saltus does not attack the weather 
like Amélie Rives. There are no brown gales 
or skies like flapping cloaks of gray, or winds 
that slither and hiss like a winged serpent; 
such phenomena are Mrs. Chanler's specialty, 
but Mr. Saltus talks of a quiet stirred with 
vocables, of one “clairvoyant as a nycla- 
tope,” of one who “could wield an epigram 
like a giaive,” of “sympathetic intussuscep- 
uon, of a lancinating neuralgia,” of the 
protocols of popularity,” of a bed-cover 
“smooth as an anapest.” The maid is said 
to be busy with the detritus of the wed- 
ding-feast "’; eves are descrived as being 
of the green black of dysodile coal,” ana 
some one is said to be as “astonished as a 
okel at a thimble-rigger.“ Charles Lamb 
— deciared that he was forever a whole en- 
cyclopedia behind the rest of the world, and 
reader who has only one vocabulary to 
draw from, week-days or Sundays, will find 
himself a part of the dictionary at least be- 
hind Mr. Saltus, who seems to struggle after 
new words and not after new ideas. But 
Mr. Saltus, while sometimes bad and some- 
times affected, is 8 adroit and never 
sy and dull. long, then, as his im- 
morality is of the clever kind he will find 
both defenders and readers. Instinct teils 
us that with great strength there are es- 
capes and purifications, in the future 
Mr. Saltus may paint a picture of a soul over- 
mastered by passion and foredoomed in its 
own nature, which shail salutary because 
scorching and purifying use pitif ul. 

The Philistine with the growing daughters 
would not care to discriminate between a 
cleverly bad story like “A Transacwon in 
Hearts and a stupidiy bad one like “’Twixt 
Love and Law,“ just from the press of Bel- 
ford, Clarke & Co. 
rotten apples,“ would grumble the upholder 
of morais as both books were popped into the 
fire. Mrs. Annie Jenness Miller, who has fig- 
ured as an advocate of picturesque dress for 
women, makes, with this first novel, a bid 
for popularity. Knowing the fashions she 

itches her tent in the debatabie land of 

e0-A Her heroine, Margaret 
Blaine, is another Barbara Dering, less friv- 
olous perhaps, but as morbid and unap- 
peasable. Margaret loves Yandell, a mar- 
ried artist, and Yandell loves her, and 
so love and law are kept seesawing, with 
strong indications that law will get a tum- 
bie. t’s love was not the ordinary 
cardiac affection. It was love whose vio- 
lence uprooted traditions and devastated

Bawn masquerades among her 
father’s contemporaries and the broken- 
down patrician families as a thrifty Insh- 
American, wishing to transmute a little gold 
into Irish butter. In time the truth is 
divulged by the hoary-headed villain, and 
Bawn bestows her pretty self where she will

Tne Rev. Edward E. Hale has edited a vol - 
ume of Sunday-School Stories,“ having for 
their subjects the golden texts of the current 
International Sunday-School Lessons. The 
book contains twenty-six stories, covering 
the texts for the first six monthsof this year.
